“Certain dusts... may pro- 
duce an acute inflammatory

bring about a cancerous de- 
velopment in some part of 
the resplratory tract,” be sald. 


Mr . McCulloch . sald «dusts 
occurring under natural condi- 
tions were relatively harmless.
